— Hu Had 
Varied B^erienoei. 

An interesting lej^ter has been re- 
ceived from E. D. McQreer, a mem- 
ber of the Class, of Arte '18. He en- 
listed with the 66th Battery, and went 
overseas in the summer of 1916. Prior 
to enlisting he was an Assoçiate Edi- 
tor of the Daily. T|»e text of the let- 
ter is as follows: 

I haven't heard from you for a 
long while, but I suppose, it is because 
you presume I'm in the hospital. No- 
thing like it; that little rap I got in 
the shoulder during the summer was 
not even good enough to scud me down 
to the base. At present I'm up at the 
guns, but practically nil summer I've 
been playing chambermaid to a team 
of mules (speed one mile., per hour.) 

The position we are in now is very 
quiet to thu cue we loft in Flanders. 
That is where poor Jeffries received 
the wounds from which ho lately suc- 
cumbed to. We had only. been in ac- 
tion* a few days when "Jet." was 
bit. At the time there were a bunch 
of us in at the battery with our pack 
mules and borEcs. Old Fritz started 
to rase the place, so we unloaded 
with "beaucoup" speed. and boat it. 
It was then that a piece of bursting 
ahell entered .leff's shoulder. At 
the time wc thought he wus away for 
a good "Blighty," so that the news 
of his death came as u great shock to 
us all. Very popular with the boya, 
'.Jeff's smiling face will be greatly 
missed both hero and at Old McGill. 

While in Flanders I ran into .a draft 
proceeding to the McQlll Battery. I 
ilidn't have a chance to pay a real 
visit to their battery, but last time I 
iieard about them they were getting 
illong fine. ■ . ■ ' 

The last few days have been rather 
/ild, with a touch frost. Every-' 
thing is. coated with, a thin . layer ^ of 
snow, making it' look .rather like 
Xmas. The. ridge b^k qf-ns looks 
not unlike Moy^t.. Royal after the 
first .few snow flurries. 

We expect to bo out on rest by 
Xmas; and as this would mean the 
breaking up of our little homo, wo 
do not relish the idea at all. Wo 've 
got a little dug-out in rear of the 
gun pit, where a roaring fire is go- 
ing continuously (Fritz permitting) . 
We always have hot water to Avnsh in, 
and at night we generally have a feed 
of some description or other. Our 
chief dish — now, don't laugh — is 
porridge, generally consumed just be- 
fore retiring. ^t's a great life all 
right. 

. ^ received a number of copies of 
the Daily, and I certainly enjoyed 
reading them. 

Do you remember Cameron,' who 
was in our class? The other day I 
came across his grave, situated not 
far from the spot ho fell on the 
memorable 0th. The last time I saw 
him was at Witley, just before he left 
for France. 

I expect to be going on leave some 
time during January. I've decided to 
go to Paris, and take in the sights pf 
the capital. 

I suppose you ore now in the midst 
of your exams. Hope ypu come through 
the ordeal with flying colours. Well, 
if you recover from the shock of hear- 
ing from me, why, drop me a line. 
Will be glad to get it. Must ring off 
for the; time being.

A meeting of the Historical Club 
was held last evening at Strathcona 
Hall. After the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting had been read and the 
other preliminaries attended to, Mr. 
Beatty, a graduate of. Arts, and at 
present a student in Medicine, was 
called upon to deliver a paper on Dar- 
win. 

After Mr. Beatty 's paper had been 
read, Prof. Lambert, assistant Profes- 
sor of ^Modern Languages, addressed 
the Society, on the same subject. 

Prof. Lambert epcplained that he 
could not altogether agree with Dar- 
win on many essential features of bis 
doctrine, and voiced several objections 
to a theory which he claimed possess- 
ed many blanks and missing links. 

Mr. Heinbecker, the Secretary of 
the Society, foIloi|red Prof. Lambert's 
address, justifying Darwin on scien- 
tific grounds. Wc take the liberty of 
printing Mr. Beatty's paper in full, as 
the subject will be of interest to 
many students who are unable, to at- 
tend the meetings of the Hiatorieal 
Club. 

Life aud Voyage Around the Wotld. 

Charles Robert Darwin waa bom at 
Shrewsbury, on February. 12, 1809. 
He was the younger of two sooa, juTd 
the fourth child of Dr. Robert War- 
ing Darwin, who was the aon ofÇr. 
Krasmus Darwin, "n man of Science 
and Poet." Darwin's mother waa the 
daughter of Josiah Wcdgewood; she 
died when he was about 8 years old. 

Dorwin first went to a day school 
at Shrewsbury, and then for seven 
years was at Shrewsbury School un- 
der Dr. Samuel Butler. In 1825 he 
went to Edinburgh to preparo'for the 
Medical Profession. After two years, 
however, his father realized that ho 
wns unfitted for it by 'nature, and 
sent him *to Cambridge with the idea 
that ho should become a clergyman. 
Ho matriculated at Christ '■ College, 
and took his degree in 1831, tenth in 
the list of those who did not aeek hon- 
ours. 

Ho was keenly interested in sport, 
and in entomology, especially the col- 
lecting of bettles. Both at Edinburgh, 
where in 1820 ho read his first 
scientific p.iper, and at Cambridge, 
he gained the friendship of much old- 
er scientific men. Kobcrt Edmond 
Grant, and Williuni ^dacgillivary, at 
the former, and John Stephens Hen- 
slow, and Adam Sedgwick at the lat- 
ter. After graduation ho had ' two 
terms' residence to keep, and 4nring 
this time he studied Geology with 
Sedgwick. On returning together 
from a Geological expedition in South 
Wales, he found a letter from Henslow 
urging him to apply for tho position 
of Naturalist on the "Beagle," about 
to start on a surveying ^ expedition. 
Dnrwin's father at first disliked the 
iden, but his uncle, tho second Josiah 
Weilgewood', pleaded for him, and Dar- 
win started in December, 1831.' 
-' This voyage oround the world wns 
so important ' for Darwin and his 
theory, that I will devote some time 
to giving an account of it, derived 
from his book, "Journal of Researches 
into the Geology and' Natiiral History 
of the Various Countries visited dur- 
ing the Voyage of H.M.S. Beagle 
round the World." , 

"H.M.S. Beagle, a ten gun brig 
under the command ' of Captain .Fitz 
Roy, R.N., sailed from Devonport, on 
the 27th of December, 1831. Th^ ob-~ 
ject of tho expedition was to com- 
plète tho survey of Pategonia and 
Terra del'Fuogo, commenced- under. 
Captain King in 1826 to 1830 — to sur-! 
vcy the shores of Chile, Peru, and of 
some islands in the Pacific — and to 
carry A., chain of chronometrical mea- 
surements round the World." The 
Beagle first went to Toneriffe, but 
was prevented from landing by th^ 
fear that they should bring cholera. 
On January 16th, 18.'Î2, they anchored 
at Porto Praya, In St. Jago, the chief 
island of tho Capo da Vorde Archi. 
polago. Here D.irwia was interested 
In some brown^ infusorial dust, which 
filled tho atmosphere, and collected on 
everything. He found that it was 
'composed of silaceous shields ef in- 
fusoria, and of silaceous tissue of 
plants. They were nearly all the In- 
habitanth of fresh water, so must, 
have been carried from distant land 
out to the ocean by the wind. The 
geology of the Island interested Dar- 
win a^ it.did^in every country which

he visited, lie also oljscrvocl a sea 
slug, and on octopus in the pools by 
the Boa shore. On February 10t& the 
Beagle ■ reached the Island of St. 
Pauls, Darwin remarked on the na- 
ture of the rocks, the birds, a species 
of crab, several insocts, and spiders; 
but did not find a sinf^lo plant. On 
February 20th they reached Fernando 
Moronha. They only .stayed^. a few 
bours; Darwin remarked on tho rocks 
and flora... 

On February 29tb they reached Ba- 
hia or San Salvador iu Brazil. Dar- 
win was charmed by this, his first 
Bight of a tropical forest. Ho speaks 
of bis sensation as follows: "Delight 
itself, however, is a weak term to 
express tho feelings of a 'naturalist 
\rho, for tho first time, has wandered 
by himself in a Brazilian forest. The 
elegance of the gnussoa, the novelty 
of the parysotic plants, tho beauty 
of the flowers, the glossy green of thd 
foliage, but above all tho general lux- 
uriance of tho vegetati'on, filled mo 
'With admiration. A most paradoxical 
mixture of sounds and silence per- 
vades- the shady parts cif the wood. 
The noise of the insects is so loud 
tl)at it may be beard even in a vessel 
anchored several hundred yards from 
the shore; yet within the recesses of 
the forest a universal silence sbems to 
reign. To a person fond of natural 
history, such a day as this brings with 
it a: deeper pleasure than he can ever 
hopè'-.to experience again.". 

T^e, Beagle left Babia on March 
18th, and proceeded to Rio de Jan- 
eiro, which she reached on April 4tb. 
During tho voyage Darwin was inter- 
ested in tho colouration of the sea, 
which was produced by minute organ- 
isms. While at Eio de Janeiro ho 
took advantage of the invitation of 
an Englishniair to visit his estate 
about 100 miles from the capital. Dur- 
ing this excursion he got a good idea 
of the . habits of tho people, slavery, 
etc. Ho collected insects and remark- 
ed on some of their habits. After re- 
turning from tho excursion he resided 
for a few weolcs in a cottage at Bate- 
fogO' Bay, and spent a very pleasant 
time, taken up chiefly in studying the 
invertebrate animals in tiio surround: 
iag country; He 'made a large collec- 
tipnioftji^BefltB. -L... 
' : TKo^Beagle loft Bio do Janeiro on 
July 5th, and arrived at Monte Video 
on July 26th. For tho two succeed- 
ing years tho Doaglo was employed In 
surveying the oxtromq southem and 
eastern const of South America. Dur- 
ing most of this time Darwin remain- 
ed on land, taking various excursions 
to surrounding points, and noticed the 



character of the country, the people, 
the fauna, and the flora. Ha was 
much interested in some fossil ' re- 
mains of a Mastodon, a hugo armidil- 
lo like animal, a borse, a toxodon, as 
well as several others, which he found 
in panipaean deposits at Bajada. He 
hoard of the effects of a great drought 
which had occurred shortly before his 
visit to the country, and which ho 
thought might help to explain how re- 
mains of animals of all spociea come 
to be embedded together; In Pata- 
gonia he was much interested in the 
geological formation, and found many 
fossils. 'When speaking of those fos- 
sils he was lead to mention others, 
which had been found in Brazil in 
caves, and had been brought to Eu- 
rope; and to remark on their evident 
relationship to living American forms. 
He made the following observation: 
"This wonderful relationship in tho 
same continent between the dead and 
the living will, I do not doubt, here- 
after throw more light on the appear- 
ance of organic beings ' on our earth, 
and their disappearance from it than 
any other class of facts." 

On April 13tb, 1834, the .Beagle an- 
chored within the mouth of the Santa 
Cruz. Captain Fitz Roy organized a 
parly of 25, which started to explore 
the river. Darwin, of coarse, was in 
the party. They met with ■ consider- 
able difficulty from the swift current. 
Tho party turned after going 140 miles 
from tho Atlantic, and reaching with- 
in about 60 miles from the nearest 
arm of the Pacific; provisions were 
running short, and the country offer- 
ed no temptation to proceed any far- 
ther. Darwin says: "Every one, ex- 
cepting myself, had cause to bo dis- 
satisfied; but to me the ascent afford- 
ed a most interesting section of the 
groat tertiary formation of Patagonia 

The Bengle went to the Falkland 
Islands on Msurch^lst, 1633, and again 
on March l^i^BZi. Darwin seen* 
to have been nitt|sk^^tereated in th% 
wild horses isad^ldlMttle which are 
on these islands. ■ Bo^bh were introdus- 
ed fr^m Europe, and have" run wild. 
The horaei seemed to ,b.o gradually de- 
teriorating in aha. He thought that 
at some future period the southern 
hemisphere would have its breed of 
Falkland pontes, aa tho northern has 
its Bhetiand breed.' The cattle seem- 
ed to have increased ,nnd are much 
more numerous than tho horses. He 
also remarked on the wild rabbits, 
which had also been introduced to 
these islands, and also about a wolf- 
llko fox, which seemed to bo native, 
and was very tamo. KagartUng tho 
geology he mentions somo peculiar 
quartz formation, "streams of stones," 
the formation of which he was unable 
to explain,

"Cereals aa a Food." . 

Under the auspices of the Home Eco- 
nomics Club of Macdonald College, a 
very interesting lecture was delivered 
by Dr. C. A. Saunders, of tho Do- 
minion Experimental Farm, Ottawa, on 
"Cereals aa a, Food."

The rea- 
son why oats and barley are not used 
more extensively at the present time. 
Dr. Saunders said, is because hulléss 
varieties have not been given the 
prominence and use they deserve. 

On leaving, the large audience car- 
ried 'with them considerable informa- 
tion on the possibilities of using sub- 
stitutes such as oats, barley, corn and 
buckwheot for wheat.

OASWINUM THE SUBJBOT AT 
HUT. OLUB MEETINO. 
(Continued from Page 2.) 



On Dee. 17th, 1832, the Beagle ar- 
rived at Terra del Fuego. Darwin de- 
■çribed the disposition of the three 
Fuegians, who were on hoard tho 
Beagle, being taken from England 
back to their homo by the captain, 
who had educated them. IIo also de- 
scribed the natives and their habits. 
.While in Terra de Fuego he ascended 
Mount Tarn, 2,600 ft. He mentions 
the gloomy, dark forests, which were 
very cold and wet, and consisted 
chiefly of' three species of troos. On 
June lOtb, 1834, the Beagle made its 
way into tho Pacific, and on July 
23rd anchored at Valparaiso in Chile, 
.'■'la central C&ile Darwin made sev- 
eral excursions, noting the geology of 
the country, and the habits of some 
of the animals. On November 10th 
the Beagle sailed from Valparaiso to 
the south for the purpose of survey- 
ing the southern part of Chile, the 
island of Ohiloe, and tho Chonos 
'Archipelago. Here they experienced 
I ueverol earthquakes and . saw the vol- 
jcano Osorno in eruption. Darwin ro' 
[marked on the nature of tho country, 
impenetrable forests, etc., and giU'o 
his ideas as to the causes of earth- 
quakes. Tho land was permanently 
upraised, and in some places thoy 
I found putrid muscle shells att»uhcd to 
1 the rocks ten feet above tho water. 
,THe Beagle then went to Valparaiso 
and from there Darwin made an nx- 
eursion across tho Andes. He was 
much interested in what he saw, es- 
I peeiolly the geology. He says of this 
l'exêursion, "My excursion only cost 
1 me 24 days, and never did I more deep- 
hy enjoy an equal space of time." In 
I northern Chile Darwin made several 
excursions to study the geology. Ho 
remarked on the scarcity of rain, and 
Ion tho connection between 'atmos- 
pheric conditions and earthquakes. 
On July 19th, 1835, the Beagle an- 
Ichored in tho Bay of Callao, the sea- 
[port of Lima, the capital of Peru. Dar- 
Iwin, however, was prevented from see- 
ling much of the country by the trou- 
jbled state of public affairs. 

The Beagle reached the Oalapagos 
[Archipelago on September 15th. Dar- 
rin was much interested in the nat- 
liiral history of these islands. He 
node the following observations: "Tho 



natural history of these islands is 
eminently curious, and well deserves 
attention. Most of the organic pro- 
ductions are aboriginal creations, 
found nowhere else; there is even a 
difference between the inhabitants of 
the different islands; yet all show a 
marked relationship with those of Ani* 
erica, though separated from that con- 
tinent by an open space of ocean be- 
tween 500 and 600 miles in width. 
The archipelago is a little world with- 
in iti^elf, or rather a satellite attach- 
ed to America, whence it has derived 
a few stray eolonists, and has re- 
ceived the general character of its in- 
digenous productions. Considering the 
small size of these islands, we feel 
the more astonished at the number of 
their aboriginal beings, and at their 
confined range. Seeing every height 
crowned with its crater, and tho boun- 
daries of most of the lava streams still 
distinct, we arp led to believe that 
within a period, geologically recent, 
the unbroken ocean was here spread 
out. Hence both in space and time, 
wo seem to bo brought somewhat near 
to that great fact — that mystery of 
mysteries — the first appearance of new 
beings on this earth.'/ 

Speaking about some of the native 
finches, he says: "The most curious 
fact is the perfect graduation - in the 
size of the beaks in the different spe- 
cies of Cteospiza, from one as large as 
that of a hawfinch to that of a chaf- 
finch, and (if Mr. Qould is right in 
including his sub-group, Certhidea, in 
the main group, even to that of a 
warbler. . , . Seeing this gradua- 
tion and diversity of structure in one 
small, intimately related group of birds, 
one might really fancy that from an 
original paucity of birds in this archi- 
pelago, one species had been taken and 
modified for different ends." Dar- 
win here seems to have been thinking 
of the mutability of species. 

Speaking of the "remarkable differ- 
ence of forms which exist on thé dif- 
ferent islands, where the place taken 
by one species on one island may ' be 
taken by a different closely relatiiU 
spO'des or well defined race on an- 
other island, ho says: "I have said 
iLnt the Galapagos Archipelago might 
Le called n satellite attached to Am- 
erica, but it should rather bo called 
a group of satellites, physically simi- 
lar, organically distinct, yet intimately 
related to each other, and all related 
in a marked, though much less de- 
gree, to the great American contin- 
ent." 

On October 20th tho Beagle loft tho 
Galapagos Islands, for Tahiti. TÉerc 
Darwin made an excursion into the 
interior and was much pleased with 
the luxuriant vegetation, and tho aim- 
plo, kindly disposition of the natives. 
The Beagle loft Tahiti on November 
23tb. 

On December 21st they reached New 
Ze.iland. Darwin took several trips, 
and saw quite a lot- of natives, but he 
says: "I believe we are all glad to 
leuve Now Zealand. It is hot a pleas- 
ant place.' ; Among the natives there is 
absent that eliarming simplicity which 
is found at Tahiti; and the greater 
part of the English are the 'very re- 
fuse of society. Neither is the coun- 
try itself attractive. I look back 
to one bright spot, and that is 'Wairn- 
ate, with its .Christian inhabitants." 



CERCLE INGIIIS eU[SIS

French- 01u1» Spent PlMiMt 
Afternoon Yetterday it 
Koyal Victoria OolUf*. 



Yesterday afternoon the members of 
the Cercle Francois were the guests of 
the Société Française at a tea held in 
the Common Boom of the Boyal Vic- 
toria College. Miss Prowse, President 
of the Société, gave a few words of 
welcome to the members of the Cercle, 
and announced that tea would be 
served immediately. This beverage, as 
is well known, has a most beneficent 
influence, and in this case seemed to 
bring the meeting to a state of har- 
mony, and although only French was 
spoken, no one seemed to have lost the 
faculties of speech. 

Mile. F. Rochon, a professional mu- 
sician, rendered some very charming 
selections on the piano, — L 'Allegro 
Apassionnato de St. Soens, and Valse 
Lente de Staub. Next, Mlle. Oreterin 
sang a very charming song entitled 
"Margyane a la fontaine," by Bayer, 
which was doubly appreciated as it was 
tho first time that Mile. Oreterin has 
sung^thts year. 

A game of "Consequences" follow- 
ed, written in French, of course, and 
many illustrious personages figured 
prominently. Napoleon seemed a gen- 
eral favourite, and was caught in em- 
barrassing circumstances with a series 
of dûmes ranging from Cleopatra down 
through tho ages to Mary Pickford. 

Then followed a guessing game, in 
which many were caught and forced 
to pay. forfeits, but fortunately for 
these unhappy beings it was found to 
be too late — the dinner gong convey- 
ing this information in no uncertain 
terms — to exact penance. 



The Beagle left New Zealand on De- 
cember 30th. 

On January 12th, 1836, they landed 
at Sydney, Australia. AVheu in Aus- 
tralia Darwin made several excursions, 
and saw some of the life among the 
settlers and' convicts. Ho also salv 
quite a lot of tho natives, and made a 
study of the geology of certain parts. 
He was much interested in the woods, 
which 80pmcd to be composed of trees 
l.ii:'onging ndnrly nil to one family. 
On the whole ho did not like the coun- 
try much. Tasmania was visited, and 
on leaving Australia on the 14th of 
March, Darwin remarked: ''Farewell 
Australia, you are a rising child, and 
doubtless some day will reign a great 
princess in the south, but you are too 
great and ambitious for affection, yet 
not great enough for respect. I leave 
your shores without «orrow or regret. 

On April 1st -tfioy arrived at tho 
Keeling or Crcos Islands, in the In- 
dian Ocean. While there Darwin 
niado B 'Study, of Cqritl Ipla'nds' and' 
ropfs, and formed «hnories on their 
formation. 

Op .April Sl)th the Beagle come to 
Mauritius. On May 0th they called at 
the Cfipe of Good Hope, and on the 
6th o'' July arrived off St. Helena. 



Here Darwin took many walks, and 



was greatly interested in the tinique 
flora. 

The Beagle tailed for Asceiision on 
:ho Utb of July, reaching it on the 
Itth. On lea'ving Ascension they sail- 
ed to Bahia on the coast of Brazil, 
to complete t^eir chronometrical mea- 
surement of the world; Darwin re- 
marks about his ■ocon^eall to Bahia; 
"I was to find;ihat my enjoy- 
ment in tropical acene^ hod not de- 
creased from the want of novelty even 
in the slighteat degree." On leaving 
Brazil on August 1,9th Darwin re- 
marks: "I thank Obd I shall never 
again 'visit a slave country." 

The Beagle then went to the Cape 
de Verde Archipelago, and then to the 
Azores. On the second of October 
they mode the shores of England, and 
Darwin left the Beagle at Falmouth. 

Darwin enjoyed his voyage on the 
whole, deeply, and at tho end of his 
book gave the foTlowiag advice: "In 
conclusion it appears to me that no- 
thing can be more improving to a 
young naturalist, than a journey in 
distant countries. It both sharpens, 
and partly allays that want and crav- 
ing, which, OS Sir J. Herschel remarks, 
a man experiences although every cor- 
poral sense be fully satisfied." 

It is practically certain that Darwin 
never left Britain again. On his re- 
turn home he worked on his collec- 
tion; first at Cambridge lot aome 
monthsj and then at London. Hia 
pocketbook for 1837 contains the 
woifds; "In July opened first note- 
book on Transmutation of species. Had 
been greatly struck from about the 
month of previous March (while still 
oil voyage, and just over 28 years 
old), on character of South American 
fohsils, and species of Galapagos 
Archipelago. These facts (especially 
latter), origin of all my views. From 
]8:i8 to 1841 he was secretary of tho 
Geological Society, and saw a great 
deal of Sir Charles Lyell, to whom ho 
deiTTcated the second editiou of his 
Journal. 

On the 29th of January, 18^0, he 
married his cousin, Emma Wcdgewood, 
the daughter of Josiah VTedgewood, of 
Maer. They lived in London until 
September, 1842, when they removed to 
Down; whi^ was 'Darwin's homo for 
the rest of his life. His health broke 
down many times in London, and re- 
mained precarious during the rest of 
his life. 

.In 1855 he began to correspond with 
the famous American botanist, Asa 
Gray, and in 18C7 explained his views 
in a letter, which afterwards became 
famous. In 1858 he received a manu- 
script essay from A.' B. Wallace, who 
was then in Ternate, in the Molaccns. 
Wallace wanted Darwin's opinion on 
the essay, which he asked should bo 
forwarded to Lyell. Darwin was 
startled to find that it contained al- 
most a complete abstract of his own 
theory of Natural Selection. He for- 
warded it to Lyell, and Lyell and 
Hooker decided to send Wallace's es- 
say to the linnean Society, together 
abstract of Darwin's 'work, 
which they asked him to prepare, Tho 
title of the joint communication was: 
'^On ,the tendency of .species to form 
varieties; and on. the perpetuation of 
Varieties and species by means of Na- 
tural Selection." In this essay the 
phrase "T^atural Selection" and "Sex- 
ual Sciloction" were first made public
